“It is important that
children have the opportunity to learn from onethapand interact with other children
who have a variety of differences,” said Musgrove.

Special recognition will be awarded to one elemsniane middle school and one high
school based on entries submitted to the Missisgigpisory Committee for Special
Education. “This recognition is a great way toggspecial acknowledgement to the
schools who realize the contributions that eacheasaly child can make in the
educational process,” said the Governor.

Winners of the Exemplary Inclusion Program contéitbe chosen by the Mississippi
Advisory Committee for Special Education in Aprileach year, and recognition will be
given to these schools during the May MississigpteéSBoard of Education meeting of
each year.
